Which do you think 
occurs most fre- 
quently? One might 
think that there 
would be an empha- 
sis on requests or thanks, reflecting what might 
be described as conventional ideas about human 
relationships with God. 


That was, after all, our ancestors’ primary re- 
lationship with God (in addition to, of course, 
arguing with God, which is a time-honored tra- 
dition in Judaism, but not, I’m afraid, one of the 
formal modes of prayer). 


In fact, the primary mode of Jewish prayer 

- more prevalent than the other three combined - 
is praise. Bar’chu is praise. Chatzi Kaddish and 
Mourner’s Kaddish are praise. Every b’rachah 
we utter is praise. Which begs the question why. 
Who or what is this God we’re praying to that 
needs so much of our praise?

This summer I had 
the chance to work 
with refugee chil- 
dren who crossed the 
US-Mexico border. I 
returned home with 
anew appreciation 
for the words of the 
“Hashkiveinu,” our 
prayer for a shelter 
of peace. 


The children, mostly 
from Central America, 
traveled thousands of miles seeking safety 
from violence, poverty, and natural disasters. 
Their numbers spiked in early 2021 due to a 
reversal of border restrictions for unaccompa- 
nied minors. 


Once here, they are held by border patrol, 
and then sent to an emergency site where 
they get the basics — food, clothing, shelter. 
Case managers work to unite them with fam- 
ily or sponsors in the US. My first day on- 
site, | was overwhelmed by the enormity of 
the operation. Massive white tents, a maze 
of gravel roads, the rumbling of construction 
and supply trucks, 100-degree heat, and dust 
everywhere. I was equipped with an N-95 
mask and assigned to a tent filled with rows

of double-decker cots for the almost 1,000 chil- 
dren who lived inside. My job was to roam the 
tent, be friendly, and look out for kids that were 
crying or in distress. In my limited Spanish, I’d 
ask “Why are you crying?” or “Would you like 
to talk?” or “Would you like to draw a picture?” 
I’d help kids with English or play ping-pong or 
make bracelets with them - anything to distract 
them from the boredom, loneliness, and anxiety. 
It wasn’t much in the scheme of things, but it 
was something I could do. 


Many had been there for more than a month. 
They’d watch other kids leave, never know- 

ing when their turn would come. Some girls got 
their first periods in the tents. Some had already 
had children. We were told not to ask questions, 
as it could re-traumatize the kids. We couldn’t 
hug or touch them, for obvious reasons. Our 
faces were covered with masks, so they couldn’t 
even see our smiles. It was, and remains, a com- 
plicated situation. Many children were united 
with family members and sponsors in the US; 
yet there were monumental challenges. 


As one person, I could maybe elicit a smile or 

a laugh, or teach a kid to say “See you later!” 

in English. I honestly don’t know how much it 
mattered. But, every day I was also praying that, 
soon, each child would find their shelter 

of peace.

As the chair 
of the SZ Security Task Force, I want to share 
with you an important change regarding access 
to our building that will make it more secure. 
In February, we implemented an access card 
system of entry for in-person Friday night 
services. 


Members who have been attending Friday night 
services have been contacted to sign-up so that 
an access card can be issued to them. A card 
reader has been installed outside of the door 
and the card allows members access at certain 
times like Friday night or Saturday morning for 
Services. 


There will continue to be in-person greeters but 
this will allow every person to open the door 
for themselves without having to be buzzed in 
over the intercom.
